Don Whitehead, newspaper¬ 
man, two-time Pulitzer prize 
winner and author of * 'The FBI 
Story,” presented this chal¬ 
lenge to more than 500 students 
and faculty members when he 
spoke on campus yesterday. 

“The major evil confront¬ 
ing our generation Is commu¬ 
nism which seUs Itself as 
liberalism,” said Mr. White- 
head. “This didn’t spring from 
toe masses, but from toe minds 
of Intellectuals. A small group 
wants to rule the world - they 
Intend to tear down toe old 
Institutions, such as religion 
and government.” 

Mr. Whitehead commented 
that he understood why com¬ 
munism appealed to toe hungry. 
However, he raised toe question 
of why it appealed to toe Intel¬ 
lectual community. He answer¬ 
ed by saying that certain 
Intellectuals wanted to be toe 
leaders of toe world, and com¬ 
munism Intends to rule toe 
world. 

“Man will never give up toe 
dream of Individual freedom,” 
he assured. 

Mr. Whitehead, a veteran of 
36 years as a newspaperman. 
Is an old friend of Vice Presi¬ 
dent and Mrs. Paul Meek. He 
entertained the student body 
with some vivid accounts of 
their early life together In Har-

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Navy Captain Of Nautilus Achieving Of Honors Conies From Talent 
Fame Speaks Here Tonight Effort And Study By Individual Student 


The achievement at honors 
must come from the talent, 
effort and study of the Indi¬ 
vidual student, according to Dr. 
Paul Meek, Vice President of 
The University of Tennessee in 
charge of the Martin Branch. 

Speaking to the student body 
and faculty at the Initiation at 
Honors Day at UTMB May 14, 
Dr. Meek reminded the worthy 
recipients that honor carries 
also responsibility. 

“The democratic education¬ 
al philosophy of our own 
America has been that all chil¬ 
dren and young people should 
have the opportunity for an ap¬ 
propriate education and out of 
this great reservoir of talent 
and ability of all the people 
should come the aristocracy of 
achievement as Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son so aptly expressed It In 
the early beginnings of our 
country’s history,’’ Dr. Meek 
said. 

This year for the first time 
UTMB has achieved the forma¬ 
tion of a scholastic honor 
society on the campus, and 
this should further stimulate the 
efforts toward Intellectual at¬ 
tainment, the speaker said. 

“Society must depend upon 
Its younger citizens for con¬ 
tinuity, for Improvement and 
growth,’’ Dr. Meek said. “To¬ 
day we are recognizing those 
students whohave received hon¬ 
ors and the recognition of above 
the norm of achievement In 
various fields of endeavor.’’ 

Dr. Norman Campbell, dean 
of Instructions, recognized the 
15 students selected as charter 
members of the newly formed 
honor society. He was assisted 
by Professor H. B. Smith, dean

In July 1960 he was pro¬ 
moted to Captain two years 
early and ahead of almost 2,000 
contemporaries, becoming then 
at 39 the Navy’s youngest line 
captain. 

He retired from active N a- 
val service, after 20years, July 
1, 1962, as he put It to “serve 
perhaps on a more crucial 
frong-the political, economic 
and philosophical.”

Tennessean.

UTMB’s colors have been 
retired and packed away for 
another summer, but the stains 
of the Vols’ endeavors were 
packed away with them and will 
remain to provide a sparkling 
reminder for next fall - a spark 
that will glow brightly In the 
new football stadium and the 
young fleldhouse. 

The spark gained heat last 
fall in the hearts of a young, 
inexperienced squad of grld- 
sters who surprised many 
spectators and opponents by 
their sheer grit and determina¬ 
tion. Although knocking off 
Harding College, Livingston 
State, and Missouri Mines, 
sweeter victories were earned 
against favored Troy State and 
Florence State. 

However, one of the Vols’ 
most outstanding onslaughts 
came at Middle Tennessee State 
when they scored a near-upset 
by falling only 21-14 to the 
Raiders whom the Nashville 
Tennessean favored 48 points. 

Immediately after the foot¬ 
ball dressing room had been 
swept out for the last time, 
the Vol courtsters bounced in 
for their first season In the 
new field house. 

They started slowly In the 
season and lost several games, 
but caught fire at mid-season 
and ended with a 11-9 overall 
record by taking six out of 
seven of their last games on 
the road. The Vols met several 
tough teams throughout the sea¬ 
son including Delta State, whom 
they upset at Cleveland, Missis¬ 
sippi, Southeast Missouri, 
whom they came close to 
tripping here at Martin, Austin 
Peay State, and Florence State. 

Coach Floyd Burdette’s Vols 
faired well in conference play 
and extended the season with a 
6-2 total and a second place 
rating before going to Nash¬ 
ville. Although turning cold In 
their opening match In the VSAC 
tournaments, the sympathy 
wreath sent by the student body 
of Tennessee Wesleyan will not 
soon be forgotten. 

Then began spring sports of 
which tennis took the spotlight 
with a 6-4 record. Coach J. C. 
Henson’s swatters turnedinsu¬ 
perb performances during the 
latter part of the season win¬ 
ning four out of five of the 
last matches. 

Capitalizing on the doubles 
events, the Vols won the entire 
number of paired matches on 
several occasions. These totals 
often provided the winning mar¬ 
gin for the home boys. 

Coach Ed Chenette’s base- 
ballers had an up-and-down 
season this spring.
